general welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty
to ourselves and our posterity" may all rightfully
be used so as to prevent the extension of slavery into
territory now free, and to abolisn slavery and tne
slave trade wherever either exists under the jurisdic-- 1

tion of Congress. it
Resolved, That our Senators and Representatives

in Congress be requested to resist by all and every
constitutional means the extension of slavery in any
manner, whether by the annexation to slaveholding the
Texas of territory now free, or by the admission to
the Union of territory already acquired, or which fore
may be hereafter acquired, without an express pro-

hibition of Blavery, either in the constitution of each
new State asking admission, or in the act of Congress

providing for such admission.
Resolved further, That our Senators and Represen-

tatives in Congress be requested to support every just
and prudent measure for the exclusion of slavery
from the District of Columbia ; for the entire sup-

pression of the slave trade on the high seas and wher-
ever else Congress has jurisdiction; and generally to
relieve the federal government from all responsibili-
ty for the existence, maintenance, or tolerance of
Biavery, or the traffic in slaves.

Resolved further, That our Senators in Congress be
instructed, and our Representatives requested, to use
thMr exortinna for the sneedv organization of a terri

Resolved. That the Governor be requested to fur
niah a codv of the foregroins resolutions to each of
our Senators and Representatives in Congress, and to
the Governor of each State in the Union.

Approved November 12, 1849.
Mr. Phelps, of Vermont, having the floor, pro-

ceeded to address the Senate at considerable length.
Mr. P. having concluded his remarks, on motion

of Mr. Butler, tho motion to print the Vermont reso-

lutions was laid on the table for the present, and the
Senate took up the bill providing for the more effi

cient execution of the clause of the constitution rela--

tine to the recapture of fugitive slaves, which was
made the special order of the day for the succeeding
day at one o'clock.

On motion, the Senate then adjourned.
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES.

The House was occupied in the discussion of a reso
lution reported by Mr. Strong from the committee
on elections. The resolution was in reference to the
contested election in the first C ongressional district
of Iowa, and authorizes the taking of depositions in
regard to the facts of the case in the usual manner,
and their transmission to the Speaker of the House

The contest in this district arises from the rejection
of the Mormon vote of a certain precinct, which was
not received upon the ground that the precinct had
never been organized, nor was properly within the
jurisdiction of the State of Iowa. The contestant had
received one thousand votes in this precinct, called
Kanesville, which, had they been received, would
have entitled him to the seat. These facts are not
disputed by the sitting member, who bases his claim
npon the ground, that these were not legal votes. It
is in order to enable the House to judge of the facts
in regard to the legality of these votes, that the de- -

positions are authorized to be taken. The resolution

was adopted.
The House then took up the order of the day, be-

ing the resolution offered by Mr. Venabie, that the
President's Message on California be referred to the
committee on territories and printed.

Mr. Seddon made a speech arraigning the conduct

of the President in this matter.
Mr. McClernand moved as a substitute for the re

solution of Mr. Venabie, that the message be refer- -

red to the committee of the whole, and printed.

- For sale by

From the American Farmer.
On the Rotation of Crop

Dear Sir : I notice, in one of your numbers, a cor-

respondent seeking information in relation to the di-

vision of land into shifts ,' and, believing it is only by
a free exchange of opinions, views, and practices that
we can hope to approximate perfection, I give the
plans and views pursued by myself, as they are rath
er novel, with what I conceive to be its advantages.
The land lies very nearly square that is, what is,
and what is laid off to be, cleared and will contain
400 acres. It is being laid off in 16 lots, of 25 acres
each-- ft farm road running around each. This ar-

rangement will give 4 lots, 100 acres for wheat ; 2
lots, 50 acres for corn ; 8 lots, 200 acres for clover ;
1 lot, 25 acres for tobacco and sweet potatoes, beets, car-

rots, &c; and 1 lot, 25 acres for peas. The rotation
will be as follows :

1st year Corn : Clover sown when the corn is laid
by, with 2 pecks of plaster.

2d year Clover: Plastered in spring; cut once, ear-
ly; fallowed in August and September

- for wheat, after the second heading.
3d year Wheat : Buckwheat sown after wheat is

cut, either for grain or fallow.
4th year Clover : Plastered; cut twice.
5th year Tobacco : Well manured, both broadcast

and in the hill, with compost.
6th year Wheat : Turneps upon the stubble fallow;

composted.
7th year Peas : For crop ; broadcast with clover.
8th year Clover : Plastered ; cut twice.
9th year Corn again, and so on.

In addition to the regular crops, there is 75 acres
of buckwheat, and 25 acres of turneps. There will be
the benefit of 3 clover fallows, 2 for wheat and 1 for
corn ; the clean fallow for wheat, after tobacco will
answer for seed wheat. Each one of the lots will re-

main two years in clover to be cut for hay and seed
twice in 7 years that is, every year there will be 2
lots of clover ot two years standing, after the seeding
year. Land will not only be improved taster by this
arrangement, but lots can be selected suited to each
crop, or time given to bring it to suitable state, and
a much larger amount of provender, in the shape of
good clover hay, can be raised for stocka larger
number of which can be judiciously kept, and, con-
sequently, a much more abundant supply of manure
prepared.

Ihis arrangement of lots will, without trouble, be
found incompatible with grazing land ; this will
prove another decided advantage, for stock kept up
in a suitable lot, and fed upon cut clover, will thrive
better, yield more milk, and three times the manure,
To remedy even this trouble, as fast as possible, the
under growth and smaller trees will be removed
from the woodland this marled heavilyT coultered,
and sown down in Kentucky blue grass and white clo-

ver. A beautiful, permanent, and improving pas-
ture will be secured, and with advantage to the tim-
ber trees.

Corn, tobacco, &c, will be manured in the hill,
with composts adapted to each, as heretofore mention-
ed, and all the manure applied as a top dressing to
clover, or to bring the lots into suitable state for its
production. The cleared land has been marled at
the rate of 150 bushels per acre, and, at each succes-
sion of corn will receive another dose upon the clover
fallow.

It may be objected to the above arrangement and
rotation, the comparatively small number of acres
cultivated in corn 50 acres. But, by this rotation,
this amount, properly cultivated, and manured in the
hill with compost, will certainly yield 3,600 bushels,
which is more than is usually raised upon two or
three times the land under other modes.

Plant the corn A by 3, leaving two stalks in the
hill, which give 7,260 stalks to the acre, or 363,000
to the 50 acres. If the compost be used, each stalk
will yield one, and many two ears say one which
will certainly give 3,600 bushels. Now, calculate
the difference in the time and expense of so cultiva-
ting and manuring 50 acres, and 100 upon the old
three shift system, and the result will be found vast-
ly in favor of the former, besides the difference in the

10 days, if the materials are convenient, at an outlay
of from Sfszo to and by judicious management, in
many cases, without even this outlay.

Thus there is an actual making and saving of $700

year in favor of this rotation, besides having the
ifference in the amount of time, to devote to im

provement or to other crops. Nor is this all : 50
acres are laying in clover, yielding from 50 to 100
tons ot hay, besides improving the land m value zo
per cent, per annum. The subsequent wheat crop,
after this clover lay, will be nearly double, if sown
after corn. Add all these advantages together, and
see if, in the course of one year, the farmer is not
benefitted more than the value of his usual crop.

The foregoing is the plan laid down (written down,
for I write everything down,) to govern my future
operations, after study, enquiry, &c. 1 hope, by it,
to secure increased annual crops, improved land,
more and better provender for my stock, and to real-
ize a better annual income. If, after an examination
of its merits or demerits, it should meet the approval
of others, I shall be amply repaid for the trouble of
this communication. If any one will oner a better,
through the medium of the " Farmer," or any other
agricultural paper, I shall willingly adopt it. I seek
the best plan of securing increasing crops and impro
ving lands. r-

Guano for Melons, Sic.

To the Editor of the American Farmer :
Will vou nermit me to aid you in answering the

enquiry of one of your correspondents respecting the
adaptation of guano to the production of watermel
ons i l have Deen in tne naDii oi using n iur several
years, and can testify to its value, not only for mel-

ons, but for the whole tribe of cucurbitaceae
The mode of application which I prefer is this

when the ground is prepared and checked off, remove

the loose sou at tne intersections oi me iurruwo, leav-
ing clear spaces on the substratum of not less than
18 inches in diameter. Upon these spaces sprinkle
guano, at the rate of one pound to eight hills. Fol-

low with a hilling or grubbing hoe, and incorporate
the guano with the subsoil; then draw the loose.p . . , iiearth back, ana nmsn dv cnopping a smaii quanuiy,
a spadeful or less, of well rotted manure into the
hill near the surface. Guano, placed near the sur
face, will remain almost inert, and buried deep, as I
rRcommend, it will be too remote from the seed to
eive the young plants the quick start which is lndis
nensable

to an early crop of melons.

a ii i -- ii i itity oi manure near tne top oi tne nui answers me
nurDOse of immediate forcing, and enables the roots
to strike rapidly into the guano, when the growth of
the vines will be stimulated to such a degree as to
cause them to mature their fruit a week or ten days
earlier than they would do trom either manure or
guano alone. Melons equally fine may be raised
from nothing but guano, applied in the manner di-

rected, but they will not be an early crop, from the
fact that the plants remain almost stationary until
the roots reach the guano. Last year, from such a
preparation as is now recommended, I had as fine a
crop of melons as I ever saw : and they began to ri
pen at a very early period in the season. Two years
ago, I had them nearly or quite as good, from guano
alone, but they were late. This year the crop was
almost a failure, from the wetness of the season,
which caused the vines to die. Cantelope melons,
however, have produced abundantly, grown entirely
with the aid of guano.

Where manure is scarce, I have no doubt an admi
rable compost might be prepared, consisting of guano
and rich earth. It should be made several weeks,
or even months, before it is wanted for use, and the
heap worked over frequently in order to bring it into
a suitable condition. Such a compost would doubt-
less supply the place in the hill which I have assign
ed to the manure.

For pumpkins, squashes, cymblins, and cucumbers,
when it is not particularly , desirable to have them
early, nothing more is necessary than to prepare the

christen our good old precinct with the new name of
u IIallettvilie." The names of places or villages
cannot be changed unless by common consent or Le-

gislative enactments; and if it ever entered into the
head of any individual, except "B. & R. C. Hal-i.ktt- ,"

to change the time-honor- ed name of Long
Creek, I have not yet heard who it is, nor has any
one else in this neighborhood.

Strang, the Musician.
Strauss was a man of remarkable genius, and not

only developed the powers of German dance in an

musican. " No ; I can't, I won't, I am only thirty-si- x

years old. Spare me a little longer !" "No, Strauss,
you must come ; don't keep me waiting ; I have an
immensity to do these stirring times." " Oh ! I can't
go ; I am making thirty thousand thalers a year.
You can't be so hardhearted as to take away from
Vienna a man only thirty years old, with thirty thou
sand thalers a year !" " None of this nonsense.
Hard-hearte- d 1 Don't you see through my ribs that
I have no heart at all ? Come along, Strauss, come
along V But consider, Death, what the Emperor
will think of vou, and how the whole court will vote
you a bore, if they get no new waltzes next winter !"

HOCSE OF REPRESENTATIVES.

had lost, with his baggage, on the Isthmus of Pa-

nama. They required the Judiciary Committee to
inquire into the extent and meaning of certain pos
sessory rights in land in Oregon, claimed by British
subjects under the treaty of 1846 with Great Britain.
Leave was not granted.

The several committees being called upon, repor

any of the States of Central America. The resolu- -
tution was passed.

The Speaker laid before the House a message from
the President of the United States, communicating a
treaty with Brazil, providing for the payment by
Brazil of indemnity due from her to citizens of the

The joint resolution from the Senate, announcing
that that body had elected the Rev. Mr. Butler, of
Washingtion, to be their chaplain, and inviting the
House to elect a chaplain on its part, having been
taken from the Speaker's table and reported.

The resolution was agreed to, and the House pro
ceeded to the nomination of candidates. Fifteen
candidates were put in nomination, but without effec--
